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“IRISH PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE.

MR ORDE came down at near five o'clock in_ the evening, and in 
a {peech of three hours length, opened the long-expected bufinefs of the 
day. He reminded the Hoult of the unanimons addrefyoted lalt fet
